The Populists. 

The peculiar and unprecedented cir- 
cumstances of the hour will most cer- 
tainly render the populist convention, 
to begin on July 22, a gathering of un- 
expected importance. If the populist*, 
by indorsing the Chicago nominee, 
should practically coalesce with the 
democrats, then, as a well-known popu- 
list said the other day, the realignment 
of political forces will be complete. 
As to the possibility of such a coalition 
there are many and varying views. The 
plan to make Mr. Teller, leader of the 
republican silver bolters, the candidate, 
first of the democrats and then of the 
populists, is being bitterly opjmeed in 
some populist quarters and enthusi- 
astically forwarded In others. 

If the nominee of the Chicago conven- 
tion shall not be Indorsed by the popu- 
lists then there will be a very lively 
contest for the nomination honors 
among the elnvon pure Veadera of the 
new party. Eugene V. Debs, whose 
name as a presidential nominee has 
been at the heed of the columns of more 
than a hundred populist newspapers for 
months.will not be nominated, nor would 
he accept if he were named. United 
States Circuit Judge Caldwell, of Little 
Bock, Ark., stands high because of his 
“anti-monopoly" decisions. Senator Al- 
len. of Nebraska, at one time had hopes, 
but be has now no show, and the same 
Is true of Ben Tillman, of South Caro- 
lina. There is a strong sentiment 
among the more pronounced populists 
in favor of Senator Peffer, notwith- 
standing the ridicule that has been 
heaped upon him from certain quarters.

Another dealer from Bremen shipped 
some horses to Leipsic shortly after this. 
The same practice was attempted with 
him, bat more cautiously than with the 
previous dealer, for the horses were re- 
ally desired. Three hundred marks 
apiece was the highest offer made, but 
the American was a positive man, and 
declared the horses would be sent back to 
America unless they could sell for tome- 
thing near their market value, aud there- 
upon, began to reload on the cars for 
shipment back to Bremen. Believing 
the American to be in earnest, the Leip- 
sic dealers raised their offer and bought 
the horses for 750 marks apiece straight 
through. Some of these horses retailed 
afterward iu Leipsic for 1,400 marks. 

A very little experience oi this kind 
soon demonstrated that it was not possi- 
ble for an American to sell horses to ail- 
vantage in Germany. An American 
cannot retail at all, for the reason that 
the German consumer will not buy from 
him. The American dealers, conse- 
quently, conclude to cousign their stock 
to the German dealer, who makes a sure 
profit and runs uo risks. 

After the fact became established that 
the American horses were wanted anil 
that consumers were willing to pay from 
1,000 to 2,000 marks ior them, according 
to size and quality, the German dealers 
concluded they would import the horses 
themselves and take ull of the profits, 
which they argued, must be great, for the 
reason that the horses could be bought 
in the United States from $10 to $30 
apiece. But, as may be imagined, their 
expectations were not fully realized. 
American dealers of experience were 
able to buy and ship to better advantage 
than strangers Could do, although the 
German never meets with similar obsta- 
cles in the United States that the Amer- 
icans do in Germany. The American 
dealers are, consequentlv, still in the bus- 
Consul Keenan.

As a lawyer he was one of 
the greatest ever known in the 
Senate of the United State.

“As the twig ig beut so grows tbe tree” 
is an old saying that conveys “more 
truth than poetry.” Many people seem 
to think if they can save a few dollars by 
stinting a colt that t'iey have gained 
just so much, while the fact is. in nine 
<ases out of ten. they have not only suf- 
fered an equal but a much greater loss. 

Starvation, carelessness, aud neglect 
have ruined more good colts than all 
other causes combined. Wo have known 
people who were very critical in the se- 
lection of a suitable sire with which to 
mate their mares aud who were willing 
to pay a fair price for liis services, but 
after the arrival of the foal were too 
stingy and careless to take proper care of 
it. This is “bung-hole economy” in the 
extreme, aud ran never bring about any- 
thing but dissatisfaction and loss. If 
you mean to neglect your colt, let him 
shift for himself and grow up like a neg- 
lected weed, you had better not breed 
one at all, as you will not only luse your 
time and money, but meet with sad dis- 
appointment in the end. 1‘eople have 
been trying for centuries to produce 
something from nothing aud have al- 
ways failed, and it is not worth your 
while to try, as you are not a bit smarter 
than they were and just as certain to 
fail. There is a fixed immutable law in 
nature that governs all grow th and de- 
velopment in both the vegetable and 
animal kingdoms and one of the prime 
conditions is that all development is the 
effect of nourishment. If jour mare is 
a good milker give her plenty to eat 
and she will take care of the foal till it 
is three months old, and then you can 
begin to feed him on oats and bran, and 
by the time he is five mouths old he will 
be able to eat and digest a sufficient 
quantity to supply all the nourishment 
he requires, and you can then wean him. 

After he is weaned do not be afraid of 
feeding him too much, and do not bother 
about measuring the feed out to him in 
pounds, pints or quarts, but give him all 
the oats — ground oats is better than the 
whole grain — bran, bay and grass that 
he will eat aud a place to take all the 
exercise he desires ami he will not eat au 
ounce more than is good for him. 

Do not neglect his feet by any means, 
as you can not afford this any better 
than you can afford to starve him. As 
colts usually run in pasture Gelds until 
they are weaned the feet grow quite 
fast ami are worn off very slowly, and 
hence, they soon become too long, out of 
proper proportion, and will need to lie 
trimmed. As the shell on the front part 
of the hoof is much thicker aud stronger 
than on the rear part it wears away 
slower, and, as a consequence, by the 
time the colt is five months old anti 
ready to wean, his feet are out of projier 
shape ami balance. The longer the toe 
grows the higher it becomes raised in 
proportion to the heel and the more un- 
balanced the foot becomes aud the 
back tendons of tbe leg. If the foot is 
not trimmed ami balanced bv cutting 
this off, and this strain on the hack 
tendons allowed to continue, the colt 
will, from tuis unnatural tension of the 
back cords, become cocked in the pastern 
joints, and if neglected too loug, crippled 
for life. Hundreds of good colts have 
been ruined from neglect just in this 
way ami have gone through life as j»er- 
inanent cripples, when, with a little at- 
tention at the proper time, they would 
have been fust and useful horses. Ex- 
amine all vour colts and have their feet 
trimmed ami properly balanced ut wean- 
ing time ami every three u. _ hs after- 
wards until they are shod and yon will 
save a huudred times what It will cost 
vou by doing so. You can easily afford 
to have it done by a good smith, but if 
you think you can not, do not neglect it 
on this account, but do it yourself. All 
you want is a pair of pinchers, a rasp 
and a foot knife, and if you go about 
the colts quietly, kindly ami gently you 
will lie surprised to find how easily you 
can do it yourself, how small a job it is, 
and how soon you will liecome quite au 
expert iu handling the tools. 

There is another fact we desire to call 
attention to aud it is this: Do not try 
to raise your colt on corn. Corn is all 
right for an old horse or a hog, but a 
very poor feed for a colt. In the first 
place it does not contain the

would sav that, in my opiuion, the most 
important move needed at the present 
time is a final and lasting settlement of 
the gold and silver question. I lielieve 
the government should maintain a gold 
staudard, at least until two standards 
(gold and silver) can be agreed upon by 
all nations. It is utterly impossible for 
this country, to stand alone, and the 
sooner the world understands that we 
intend to maintain our credit upon the 
basis of gold, the better it is going to be 
for all the interests of the country, not 
only industrial but agricultural. This 
settled, I think the next move the gov- 
ernment should make would be to get 
out of the banking business and let the 
people do their own financiering. Im- 
port duties should be placed so as to pro- 
vide sufficient funds for all the needs of 
the government: in such a way as not to 
injure tbe manufacturers more than can 
t>£ hel|>ed. I do not believe in protec- 
tion by tariff or subsidies for the benefit 
of manufacturers of products.” 

Geo. W. Atherton, president Pennsyl- 
vania State College Centre county. Pa. : 
“Your letter of April 27 has been lying 
on my desk unanswered because I have 
not felt able to turn aside from other 
pressing matters to attempt to answer in

“ ‘Greater prosperity for the general 
industrial interests of the entire country’ 
can be had only w’hen each and every 
one willing and able to work can find 
suitable work at fair remuneration, as 
then, and theii only, can an effective de- 
mand for goods and services be commen- 
surate with available supply. And this 
can quickly and easily be accomplished 
by exempting business and ialtor pro- 
| ducts from taxation andglaving all taxes 
ou the site- value of land, thus entirely 
ignoring, for purposes of taxation, all the 
improvements of, on or in the laud. All 
laud would then be put to its proper use 
as far as needed, and uo business, enter- 
prise or thrift would be hampered or 
fined by taxation. Thus all would be 
employed at suitable vocations, earning 
money, which would be spent for labor 
products produced by manufacturers or 
farmers. When all earn money all can 
and will spend money. When niouev 
cau lie and freely isspent by all for man 
ufactured articles, then, and not until 
then, will manufacturers, merchants and 
farmers as well as workingmen and pro- 
fessional men. p.-osper.

Hail, Cornell! Winner of the ’Varsity 
aud freshmen intercollegiate races— the 
first four-cornered contests field in many 
years. 

The ’Varsity race was rowed on Fri- 
day afternoon, at Poughkeepsie, over the j 
Hudson course, the finest in the world 
and under periect conditions. The little 
Ithaca crew won from Harvard by four 
open lengths in 19 minutes, 29 seconds, 
which breaks the American collegiate 
record for four miles. The Pennsylva- 
nia boat lapped that of Harvard. Colum- 
bia was twelve lengths liehind. 

Tbe race was rowed aud won in the 
presence of more people than ever be- 
fore witnessed a race in this country. 
Probably 30,000 people saw the Harvard 
and Cornell crews make their magnifi- 
cent struggle. 

The crimson men led for two and a 
half miles, with Cornell and Pennsylva- 
nia so close that it was dangeroup. For 
two miles these three crews were dose 
together. There was not half a length 
between any two of them. 

The struggle between Cornell and 
Harvard up to the third mile was ns 
grand a fight as was ever seen on the 
water. Cornell gained inch by inch un- 
til their boat forged ahead, and then 
Harvard, though upon almost even 
terms, had to drop back beaten. 

Pennsylvania was three lengths be- 
hind Harvard at the beginning of tbe 
fourth mile, but her crew pulled up un- 
til they finished less than a length be- 
hind the Cambridge men.

Whether gold or silver triumphs at 
November, there will be disappoint- 
ment. There be those who think a gold 
standard would keep the country from 
all harm, not knowing that a gold stand- 
ard has existed for nearly a quarter of a 
centuiy. The depression of to-day 
shows conclusively that a gold stand- 
ard does not prevent disaster. 
On the otiier side, there are 
those who believe that free-silvqr is a 
panacea for all ills ; that the country 
would run w ild with prosperity, forget- 
ting that free and unlimited coinage of 
silver existed for more tfian eighty 
years, during which there were periods 
of depression. 

The war of 1812 15 closed with th e 
country hard pressed financially. There 
was no money. “More money !” was the 
cry. In 1818, the flood of money came. 
Everybody had money, for the banks 
had it and must lend it. Prices went up 
like a rocket. Peace and plenty strange- 
ly contrasted with the war and scarcity 
of a brief period before. But by 1820 
there was a grievious collapse. A day 
of reckoning came. Prices fell. Money 
was not to be bad. In 1821. tbe legis- 
lature thought it necessarv to pass a ‘ stay 
law,” whereby a judgment could not Ire 
collected for one year after it was ob- 
tained. Judge Clark, of this circuit, de- 
cided the law unconstitutional, and 
excitement knew no bounds when the 
court of Appeals — Judges Boyle, 
Owsley and Mills — affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. Fam- 
ilies were divided — brother against 
brother, eons against father, and neigh- 
l»or against neighbor. Ill feelings were 
engendered that years did not heal. Two 
opposing parties sprang up in the Stale 
and the hottest election ou record re- 
sulted in a Legislature that favored a 
stay law. It met, repealed tbe law that 
created the Court of Appeals, aud thus 
dissolved the court A new law and a 
new court resulted. But the old 
court refused to surrender, and Ken- 
tucky had two Courts of Appeals — the 
Old Court and the New Court, — and two 
determined political parties, the Old 
Court and the New Court parties. 
Governor Desha was elected on 
the New Court platform. Times 
such as we have now would have 
been considered good, settled times be 
side those. 

By 1825, the people began to 
realize their folly, elected a new 
lx*gislature. re-established the old court, 
and finally tame round to their normal 
senses.

AGAINST UNNECESSARY POLITI 
CAL EXCITEMENT. 



SALUTATORY 



The people of tbe United States are its 
sovereign rulers. They select their ser- 
vants and expect them to obey their or- 
ders Once in four years they decide 
who shall be their servant and place 
him at the head of their affairs. Every 
two years they send other servants to the 
(louse of Representatives at Washing- 
ton to make the laws they think they, 
ueed for their betterment. But primar- 
ily the power of our system is vested in 
the great body of the people. 

The country will soon be in the throes 
of another national election. The peo- 
ple’s chief magistrate aud the members 
of the lower house of Congress are to be 
chosen next November. For two months 
before the fateful day comes the country 
will ring with the harangues of the par- 
tisan orators, and party papers will teem 
with discussions of the questions at is- 
sue. Then the votes will be cast, the de- 
cision announced, and every person w ill 
assent to the decision and go about his 
business, leaving tbe public business to 
tbe public servants to whom for the time 
being tbe people have entrusted their 
affairs. This is to have “a government 
of the people, by the people aud for the 
people.” 

As our presidential campaigns have 
l>een conducted for many years, there 
has been an immense waste of valnable 
time. The aggregate of loss of days work 
every four years, if computed, would 
amount to an enormous sum. Tbe col- 
lective cost of brass bands, marching or- 
ganizations, barbecues and public enter- 
tainments of all sorts in connection with, 
tbe campaign would reach an astonish- 
ing figure if it could be computed. And 
what gain comes from all this loss of 
time and expenditure? Just noneat all. 
It is all a foolish waste. It eliauges no 
voter’s mind, it makes no difference in 
the result. The people know what they 
want, and would vote for the candidates 
that they thought would best serve them 
if all tliis flummery were omitted. 

Why mav not the South this year set 
a sensible example to tbe reel of the 
country, and show it how- a presidential 
canvass cau be made without tliis non 
sense, which pleases only tbe unthink- 
ing rabble, but which disgusts practical 
business men ? 

There must be public discussions, say 
the politicians Well and g*»od. Have 
them at the cross-roads, in the villages, 
towns and cities, or wherever men find it 
most convenient to congregate, but lit 
them lie genuine discussions of vital is- 
sues, and free from all sorts of political 
claptrap We know of a certainty that 
great numbers of sterling business men 
of the country are averse to the practices 
that have been long in vogue, and be- 
lieve that they should give place to some 
other more eensible methods. They de- 
plore tbe fact that once in four years the 
business of the country suffers because of 
the, for the most part, manufactured po- 
litical excitement that attends a presi- 
dential election.

The greatest natural enemy to the colt 
from the time he is weaned until a year 
old is the louse Fat, thrifty colts are 
not nearly so liable to get so lousy as 
poor ones, because a louse has no Inngs 
and breathes through his skin, and the 
oil in the natural secretions from a fat 
colt will stop up the pores of the skin 
and kill him. Do not wait til! yon find 
your colt is lousy before you begin to 
doctor him, but make it a rule to exam- 
ine him ever}- ten Jays, and if you find 
any lice or nits mix a solution of warm 
water and coal oil — a pint of oil to a gal 
Ian of water— and wet him with it all 
over and by repeating this operation 
again in a week — the time the nits are 
batched out — yon will soon get rid of 
them. No colt will thrive with lice on 
him it matters not what or how much 
you feed him. Never strike or in any 
other way abuse or frighten u colt, as it 
is impossible for him to understand why 
you are doing it, and it will only make 
him wild, timid or vicious and can not 
possibly do any good and is bound to do 
harm. Use patience and kindness and 
you will be sure to conqnor in the end. — 
Stock Farm.
